PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading, one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 

100. (1) All applications to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly for Private Bills of any nature 
whatsoever shall require the publication of a 
notice clearly and distinctly specifying the 
nature and object of the application, and 
when the application refers to any proposed 
work, indicating sufficiently the location of 
the work, to be signed by or on behalf of the 
applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 


in one leading daily newspaper freely cir- 
culating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of atoll bridge is received by the House, 
the person or persons intending to petition 
for such Bill shall, upon giving the notice 
prescribed by Standing Order 100, also at 
the same time and in the same manner give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, 
the extent of the privilege, the height of the 
arches, the interval between the abutments 
or piers for the passage of rafts or vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of in- 
corporation shall be so framed as to incorpo- 
rate by reference to the causes of the general 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills: Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from 
this principle, or for the introduction of 
other provisions as to such details, and a 
note shall be appended to the Bill indicating 
the provisions thereof in which the general 
Act is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense be- 
fore any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance with 
the model Bill (copies of model Bills may be 
obtained from the Clerk of the House). Any 
provisions contained in any such Bill which 
are not in accord with the model Bill shall be 
inserted between brackets or underlined, 
and shall be so printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill shall 
be clearly specified in the notice of applica- 
tion for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10

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REGULATIONS PURSUANT TO THE 
CHIROPRACTORS ACT 
The Regulations Pursuant to the Chiroprac- 
tors Act Are Here Reprinted in Their 
Entirety: 
CHIROPRACTORS ACT 


Division (1)—Interpretation 

1.01 ‘Act’? means the Chiropractors 
Act, being chapter 50 of the Revised Statutes 
of British Columbia, 1979, and amending 
acts. 

1.02 ‘‘Association’” means the British 
Columbia Chiropractic Association, con- 
stituted under the Chiropractors Act. 

1.03 “‘Board” means the Board of Chi- 
ropractors constituted under the Chiroprac- 
tors Act. 

1.04 “registered chiropractor” means a 
duly qualified chiropractor registered pur- 
suant to the Act and these regulations pos- 
sessing a certificate for the current year. 

1.05 ‘‘member’’ means a member of the 
Association, and includes a registered chi- 
ropractor. 

Division (2)—The Association 

2.01 The Association shall consist of 
members in good standing and such associ- 
ate and honorary members as may be ap- 
pointed or elected pursuant to the provisions 
of this regulation. 

2.02 The official seal of the Association 
shall be established by a resolution of the 
members of the Board. 

2.03 The seal of the Association shall be 
affixed to such documents as may be neces- 
sary, from time to time, on resolution of the 
Board and in the presence of at least two 
members of the Board. 

2.04 The head office of the Association 
shall be in the City of Vancouver, in the 
Province of British Columbia and at the 
place or places therein where the office of 
the Association may, from time to time, be 
situated. 

Division (3)—Elections 

3.01 A Board of nine members shall 

manage the affairs of the Association. 
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3.02 The officers of the Board shall con- 
sist of a President, Immediate Past Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Registrar, which of- 
ficers the Board shall elect from its 
members. The officers of the Board shall 
occupy their respective offices until the next 
annual general meeting following their elec- 
tion. 


3.03 A member of the Board is eligible 
for re-election. 

3.04 Where a member of the Board or a 
representative to the National Board of the 
Canadian Chiropractic Association or the 
Canadian Memoral Chiropractic College 
dies, resigns, or otherwise vacates his seat 
before the completion of his term of office, 
the remaining members of the Board may 
appoint in his stead any qualified member of 
the Association who shall hold office until 
the next annual general meeting when his 
successor shall be elected to fulfill the term. 


3.05 The term of office of a member of 
the Board shall terminate upon resolution of 
the Board, if the resolution receives the af- 
firmative vote of not less than seven mem- 
bers of the Board. 


3.06 The term of office of a member of 
the Board shall terminate upon the suspen- 
sion or cancellation of the registration of the 
member. 


3.07 A registered chiropractor shall be 
eligible for membership on the Board. 


3.08 Nominations for election to the 
Board shall be in writing, signed by two or 
more members of the Association in good 
standing. 

3.09 A nomination, together with the 
consent of the nominee to accept office if 
elected, shall be in the hands of the Registrar 
on or before the 15th day of August preced- 
ing the election. 


3.10 A list of the members so nomi- 
nated, together with a brief biography of 
each, shall be forwarded, as soon as possi- 
ble after nominations close, to every mem- 
ber of the Association. 


3.11 Members of the Board shall be 
elected for a term of three years, and three 
members shall be elected annually at each 
annual general meeting of the Association. 


3.12 The election of representatives to 
the National Board of the Canadian Chi- 
ropractic Association or Canadian Memo- 
rial Chiropractic College shall be held bien- 
nially commencing in 1970 and follow the 
same procedure as set forth in sections 3.07, 
3.08, 3.09 and 3.10. 


3.13 Each chiropractor in good standing 
and not in arrears for dues or fees to the 
Association for the current year shall be 
entitled to be placed on the list of voters. 


3.14 The members whose names appear 
upon the list of voters, but no others, shall 
be entitled to vote at an election for mem- 
bers of the Board and for representatives to 
the Canadian Chiropractic Association, and 
the Canadian Memorial Chiropractic Col- 
lege. 

3.15 At the annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, each member in attendance whose 
name appears on the voting list shall be 
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entitled to a voting paper containing thereon 
in alphabetical order the names of all mem- 
bers duly nominated for membership to the 
Board, and stating the number of members 
to be elected; and such member shall be 
further entitled to other voting papers con- 
taining the names in alphabetical order of all 
members nominated for the position of 
representative to the Canadian Chiropractic 
Association or the Canadian Memorial Chi- 
ropractic College as the case may be, in each 
case stating the number of members to be 
elected. 

3.16 Members of the Association whose 
names appear on the list of voters and who 
are not in attendance at the annual meeting 
shall be entitled to vote in the manner set 
forth in section 3.17 of these regulations. 


3.17 Immediately after nominations 
close, the Registrar shall cause to be mailed 
to each member of the Association a list of 
those nominated and 

(a) voting papers containing the names 
in alphabetical order of all members 
nominated; 

(b) a plain envelope; 

(c) an envelope having printed or typed 
thereon a declaration in the following 
words:

British Columbia, 4 member in good 
standing of the British Columbia Chi- 
ropractic Association, do hereby de- 
clare: 

1. The signature hereto is my proper 
handwriting. 

2. Enclosed herewith are voting pa- 
pers for the election of members 
to the Board and of representa- 
tive(s) to the Canadian Chiro- 
practic Association or Canadian 
Memorial Chiropractic College 
such voting papers being marked 
by me. 

3. I vote for the persons opposite 
whose names I have placed an 
eee 

4. [| have not marked and submitted 
any other voting paper for the 
election this year.

(d) An envelope marked ‘‘Voting- 
paper’, and addressed to the Regis- 
trar of the Association. 


3.18 For the purpose of voting, a mem- 
ber, entitled to vote as provided by section 
3.17 shall proceed as follows: 

(a) he shall mark ‘*X”’ opposite the name 
of each candidate on the voting- 
papers for whom he desires to vote; 

(b) he shall not vote for more candidates 
than are eligible for election nor shall 
he vote for less candidates than are 
eligible for election; 

(c) he shall place the marked voting- 
papers in the plain envelope and seal 
the envelope and place the plain en- 
velope in the declaration envelope; 


(d) he shall complete and sign the decla- 
ration envelope; 

(e) he shall place the declaration envel- 
ope in the addressed envelope 
marked “‘voting paper’’, seal it, and 
mail or deliver it to the Registrar, 

3.19 If an addressed envelope is re- 
ceived by the Registrar after an election, the 
voting papers therein shall not be counted. 

3.20 A voting-paper that is not marked in 
accordance with these provisions shall not 
be counted. 

3.21 Failure by the Registrar to mail to a 
member of the Association the list of nomi- 
nations and other material pursuant to sec- 
tion 3.17, does not invalidate the election. 

3.22 The Registrar shall safely keep, un- 
opened, all envelopes marked **Voting- 
paper” that are received by him before the 
time of election and then shall place them 
with the ballots cast at the meeting. Any 
member having received a ballot by mail 
and having voted as hereinbefore provided, 
may elect to have this said voting-paper de- 
stroyed and to vote in person at the meeting. 

3.23 The President, or other presiding 
officer, at the annual general meeting will 
appoint two members who, with the Regis- 
trar, shall act as scrutineers at the election. 


3.24 After the ballots have been cast at 
the annual general meeting, the Registrar 
and scrutineers shall examine and satisfy 
themselves in respect of the declarations 
received prior to the election as aforesaid, 
and the Registrar shall remove the plain 
envelopes from the declaration envelopes 
and place them together unopened and shall 
then mix them so they cannot be identified. 
The Registrar and the scrutineers shall then 
open the plain envelopes, mix the voting 
papers with those cast at the meeting, and 
count the votes, keeping a record thereof, 
and shall communicate the result to the pre- 
siding officer who shall announce the result 
of the election to the meeting. Of the candi- 
dates nominated, those, to the number to be 
elected, receiving the greatest number of 
votes shall be declared to be elected. In case 
the election of one or more candidates is 
undecided by reason of an equality of votes, 
the scrutineers shall forthwith put into a 
ballot box one paper for each candidate 
whose election is undecided and having the 
name of the candidate written thereon, and 
the Registrar shall draw by chance from the 
‘ballot box in the presence of the other scru- 
tineers, one or more of such papers as suffi- 
cient to make up the required number of 
those members to be elected, and the Regis- 
trar shall declare the candidates whose 
names are upon the ballot papers so drawn to 
be elected. The ballot papers shall then be 
destroyed. 


3.25 The Registrar and the scrutineers, 
by majority, may designate a voting paper 
spoiled and such spoiled voting paper shall 
be maintained by the Registrar but shall not 
be counted with other voting papers. 


Division (4)—Meetings of the Board 
4.01 Regular meetings of the Board 
should be held every month of the year ex- 


cept July, August and December. Special 
meetings may be held, from time to time, on 
the call of the President, or on the written 
request of two members of the Board of 
which two days’ notice shall be given, 

Division (5)—Meetings of the Association 

5.01 There shall be an annual general 
meeting of the members of the Association 
in each calendar year during September at 
such place and time as the Board may de- 
cide, At each annual general meeting a re- 
port of the proceedings of the Board since 
the last annual general meeting shall be pre- 
sented. 

5.02 At least ninety days before an an- 
nual general meeting the Registrar shall 
cause to be mailed to each member of the 
Association a notice of such meeting, spec- 
ifying the time and place of the meeting, the 
names of those members of the Board and 
elected representatives whose terms of of- 
fice are expiring, and a notification in the 
manner in which nominations are to be 
given and the date by which they are to be 
received by the Registrar. 

5.03 At least ten days before the annual 
general meeting, an audited statement of the 
finances of the Association during the last 
fiscal year, and a notice containing the 
names of all members nominated for office, 
shall be mailed by the Registrar to each 
member of the Association. 


5.04 The Board may, whenever it thinks 
fit, convene a special general meeting of the 
members of the Association, and it shall 
convene a special general meeting of the 
members on the written request of fifteen 
per cent of the members, delivered to the 
Registrar, to be held within one calendar 
month of the receipt of the request. A spe- 
cial general meeting of the members of the 
Association shall be held at such time and 
place as the Board may determine. At least 
ten days before a special general meeting, 
the Registrar shall cause to be mailed to each 
member of the Association a notice of such 
meeting. 

5.05 At all annual general and special 
general meetings of the Association, the 
President, or, in his absence, the Vice- 
President, or, in the absence of both, some 
member of the Board, designated by the 
President, shall preside. 


5.06 Thirty members in good standing 
shall constitute a quorum at an annual gen- 
eral or special general meeting. 


Division (6)—Registration and Annual Fees 


6.01 There shall be payable by every ap- 
plicant for registration as a member of the 
Association and every candidate for nomi- 
nation, a registration fee of $400, in addi- 
tion to National Examining Board fees, ex- 
cept that the registration fee of an applicant 
for registration who is qualified under sec- 
tion 7 of the Act, but has not previously 
practised chiropractic shall be $200. 


6.02 (a) The annual fee shall be deter- 
mined by a simple majority vote of the 
members of the Association at the annual 
general meeting and confirmed by resolu- 
tion of the Board, provided that the Board 
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may, by resolution, set an annual fee which 
is lower than the fee determined by the vote 
of the members of the Association. 

(b) Every member of the Association 
shall in each year on or before the 31st day 
of July, pay to the Registrar the annual fee as 
determined under section 6.02 (a), and if the 
member is otherwise in good standing, the 
Registrar shall, upon payment of the annual 
fee, issue a practising certificate to the 
member. 

(c) The Board may by resolution accept a 
discount of the annual fee as set under sec- 
tion 6.02 (a), providing the fee is paid on or 
before such date as the Board may deter- 
mine. 

(d) If any member of the Association 
fails to pay the annual fee as required by the 
Ist day of October in any practice year, he 
shall stand suspended; and if such failure 
continues until the Ist day of December next 
thereafter, he shall cease to be a member as 
of that date, and his name shall be struck 
from the register, unless the Board other- 
wise directs. 

(e) The Board may, at any time, upon 
such term as it may impose, reinstate any 
person so suspended or so ceasing to be a 
member for failure to pay his annual fee 
upon his paying all arrears together with the 
annual fee for the practice year in which 
reinstatement takes place. 


The Board may by rule provide: 

1. That a member who notifies the 
Registrar in writing that he proposes 
to abstain from practice in the 
Province, if he so abstains for the 
whole or part of any practice year, pay 
a sum in lieu of the annual fee for that 
year, or such portion thereof as the 
Board may decide. During such year 
or part thereof he shall be deemed to 
be disqualified from the practice of 
chiropractic. A non-practising chi- 
ropractor shall receive all notices and 
literature available to practicing mem- 
bers and shall be entitled to attend 
meetings, but not to vote. 


2. That a member who, although he has 
paid his annual fee for a practice year, 
has satisfied the Board that he has 
abstained from practice in the 
Province during the whole or part of 
that year may be entitled to a refund of 
such fee or portion thereof as the 
Board may decide. 


3. The qualified member who has main- 
tained a chiropractic practice in an- 
other jurisdiction may be reinstated as 
a member in good standing upon 
proof of the foregoing and proof of 
compliance with regulation 7.03 of 
these regulations. 

4. That a member who has retired from 
active practice, and who has practised 
in British Columbia within the past 
three years, and who has remained on 
the Non-Practising Register be per- 
mitted to participate as a locum practi- 
tioner for a period of not more than 
sixty days per year providing that he/ 
she: 


A. receives permission from the 
Registrar prior to commencing 
such a locum practice, 

B. has attended educational seminars 
and has acquired at least six credit 
hours within the past year, and 

C. has paid all required dues and 
fees. 


6.03 The fiscal year of the Association 
shall be from August 01 of one year to July 
31 of the next year. 


6.04 No motion shall be presented to an 
annual general or special general meeting of 
the Association calling for an increase or 
decrease in dues or any change in the mini- 
mum fee schedule unless ten days written 
notice of the said motion be given to the 
Registrar of the Association prior to its pre- 
sentation. 


6.05 To be registered in British Colum- 
bia, a chiropractor who has been out of 
practice for 

(a) more than three years but not more 
than five years must complete 100 
hours of postgraduate technique 
training at a college that is acceptable 
to the Board and must pass an oral 
examination administered by the Ex- 
amining Board; 

(b) more than five years but not more 
than nine years must complete a se- 
mester of 300 hours at a college that 
is acceptable to the Board and must 
pass an oral examination admin- 
istered by the Examining Board, and 

(c) more than nine years must complete a 
full academic year at a college that is 
acceptable to the Board and must 
pass an oral examination admin- 
istered by the Examining Board. 


Division (7)—Registration of Members 

7.01 The Board shall cause to be kept by 
the Registrar a book or register to be known 
as “‘The British Columbia Chiropractic 
Register” (hereinafter called the Register) 
in which shall be entered the name of each 
and every member of the Association. 


Division (8)—Duties of the President 

8.01 The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board and Association, at- 
test all minutes of meetings, and perform all 
such duties as may be required of him as the 
President of the Association. 

8.02 The President shall have the same 
right to vote at meetings of the Board as any 
other member and shall have a casting vote. 
He shall not have the right to vote at meet- 
ings of the Association but, in the event of a 
tie, shall have a casting vote. 

Division (9)—Duties of the Vice-President 

9.01 In the absence of the President, the 
Vice-President shall perform the duties of 
the President. In the absence of both the 
President and the Vice-President, the duties 
of the President may be performed by some 
other member of the Board. 


Division (10)—Duties of the Registrar 

10.01 The Registrar shall keep a record 
of all proceedings of the Board and the As- 
sociation, conduct all correspondence, send 
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all notices of meetings, receive all moneys 
and deposit them in a chartered bank to the 
credit of the Association, make a detailed 
report of the property and finances at the 
annual general meeting of the Association, 
and at the termination of his office, hand all 
books and papers in his possession to his 
successor in office. 

10.02 It shall be the duty of the Registrar 
at each meeting of the Board to present the 
minutes of the previous meeting, which, 
after being approved, shall be signed by the 
President. 

10.03 It shall be the duty of the Registrar 
to keep a register correct in accordance with 
the Act and these regulations, and he shall, 
from time to time, make the necessary al- 
terations in the addresses of the registered 
members of the Association. 


10.04 The Registrar shall prepare all 
necessary diplomas, certificates, and other 
documents pertaining to his office and per- 
form all other services incidental thereto. 


Division (11)—General Powers of the 
Board 


11.01 The Board may appoint a person 
or persons to assist the Registrar in the per- 
formance of his duties and such officials as 
may be required, from time to time, to dis- 
charge the duties of any officer of the Board. 


11.02 The Board shall have the power to 
fix the salaries of the persons appointed pur- 
suant to the last preceding section, and the 
remuneration to be granted to the solicitor of 
the Association. 


11.03 The Board may grant an honor 
arium to the Registrar or other members of 
the Association for special services ren- 
dered or duties performed and to reimburse 
members of the Association for expenses 
properly incurred. 


11.04 The Board shall appoint the Chair- 
man and members of the Board of Exam- 
iners. 


11.05 The Board has the power to 
govern the order of business and regulate all 
proceedings at its meetings and those of the 
Association or any committee of the Asso- 
ciation. 

11.06 The Board has the power to ap- 
point committees as it deems necessary and 
to prescribe the powers and duties of those 
committees. 


Division (12)—Discipline of Members 

12.01 The Board shall appoint a Disci- 
pline Committee composed of a Chairman, 
who shall be a past member of the Board, 
and two members of the Association with at 
least five years standing as members of the 
Association. 


12.02 A quorum for the conduct of the 

business of the Discipline Committee shall 
be two and the meetings of the Committee 
may be conducted by telephone. 
_ 12,03 The Committee or the Board may 
inquire into the conduct or competence of a 
member of the Association and for that pur- 
pose may receive written complaints against 
the members from any person. 
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12.04 The Committee shall make inquir- 
ies and investigate complaints and shall 
(a) dismiss the complaint summarily; 
(b) after hearing from the member in a 
summary fashion reprimand the 
member and require the member to 
undertake in writing not to repeat the 
offending activity or to undertake to 


take such educational courses as may ° 


be necessary in the discretion of the 

Committee; 

(c) if the committee is satisfied that a 
case has been made out against a 
member and the member may be 
guilty of 
1. gross misconduct; 

2. displaying such ignorance or in- 
competence as to render it proper 
in the public interest that his regis- 
tration be cancelled; 

3. obtaining his registration by any 
false or fraudulent means; 

4. professional misconduct or other 
misconduct unbecoming a mem- 
ber of the Association; 

5. an indictable offence committed 
in the Province or elsewhere for 
which a member has been con- 
victed by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction, 

Then the Committee shall by written 
statement served by registered mail upon 
the member advise the member of the nature 
of the complaint and the particulars thereof 
and shall file a copy of the statement with 
the Registrar. The Registrar shall, upon re- 
ceipt of the statement, appoint a time and a 
place for the hearing by the Board of the 
complaint and shall upon four weeks written 
notice to the member advise such person by 
registered mail of the time and place for the 
hearing. 

12.05 Upon the hearing of any com- 
plaint or charge against a member, the 
Board shall have the power to summons and 
examine as a witness any member under 
oath and to compel the production of books, 
papers, documents, and other writings nec- 
essary to their inquiry. The summons shall 
be under the hand of the Registrar, or in his 
absence, of two members of the Board, and 
shall be stamped with the official seal of the 
Association. Any member summonsed as a 
witness and not attending in obeyance to that 
summons, or refusing to be sworn or af- 
firmed or give evidence, neglecting or 
refusing to produce such books, paper, doc- 
ument, or writing as aforesaid, may have his 
registration suspended or cancelled. 


12.06 The Board may, if it thinks fit, 
adjourn any investigation from time to time. 


12.07 (a) The Board may, with respect 
to any inquiry or hearing, employ such legal 
or other assistance as it may think necessary. 
The member against whom a complaint is 
i may appear personally or with coun- 
sel. 


(b) The Board may receive as evidence 


any such oral, documentary, or other matter. 


as it may think fit; and where evidence is 
tendered that would not be admissible in a 
Court of Law in the Province, the Commit- 
tee may nevertheless recieve the evidence if 


it is satisfied that its duty of making due 
inquiry into the matters before it makes its 
reception necessary or desirable. 


12.08 In case of the parties or any of 
them fail to appear at the hearing appointed 
or at any adjournment thereof, the Board 
may thereupon proceed in his or their ab- 
sence. 


12.09 The Board shall decide if the 
member is guilty or not guilty of the com- 
plaint and may 

(a) dismiss the complaint; or 

(b) reprimand the member in writing; or 

(c) reprimand and in addition impose a 

penalty of an amount not to exceed 
$2,500; or 

(d) suspend the impositon of punishment 

for a period not to exceed two years 
and place the member on probation 
upon such terms as the Board may 
decide which terms are not contrary 
to the Act or these regulations; or 
(e) suspend the right of the member to 
practice chiropractic for a period not 
to exceed six months from the date of 
the hearing; or 

(f) cancel the registration of the member 

either permanently or upon terms re- 
quiring the attendance of the member 
to successfully complete a course of 
study designated by the Board with a 
time period designated by the Board; 
or 

(g) make such other disposition of the 

complaint as the Board considers 
just. 


12.10 The Board may, in any case dealt 
with under regulation 12.09 where a finding 
adverse to a member is made, order that the 
member pay the costs of the hearing, or such 
portion thereof as the Board may in its dis- 
cretion determine. Any amount so ordered 
or determined shall be a debt due from the 
member to the Association. 


12.11 A member while under suspen- 
sion shall be deemed not to be in good stand- 
ing and shall be disqualified from the prac- 
tice of chiropractic for the period of this 
suspension. 


12.12 Where a member is suspended for 
a period of more than three months or his 
membership is cancelled under 12.09 or 
6.02 the Registrar shall publish a notice of 
the same in a newspaper published regularly 
in a locality where the member practises or 
usually resides and in addition thereto may 
make such other publication of the suspen- 
sion and/or the cancellation as the Registrar 
deems appropriate. 


12.13 The Discipline Committee shall 
maintain written record of all complaints 
and their disposition in such form as the 
Committee shall determine. 


12.14 The Board shall have the power to 
review and revise any professional fees 
which may be in dispute and if any such 
professional fees, in the opinion of the 
Board, are excessive, it shall have the au- 
thority to take disciplinary action provided 
in regulation 12.09 with respect to any such 
member. 


Division (13)—Reinstatement 


13.01 A member whose registration has 
been suspended or a person who has ceased 
to be a member for any other reason may at 
any time apply to the Board to be restored to 
membership, and thereupon the Board may, 
if in its discretion it sees fit to do so, by 
resolution restore any person to member- 
ship in the Association. 

13.02 Notice in writing of an application 
for reinstatement shall be given by the appli- 
cant to the Registrar and the applicant may 
appear before the Board in person or by 
counsel and be heard on such application. 

Division (14)—Application of Funds 

14.01 The Board shall keep a bank ac- 
count in one of the chartered banks of Can- 
ada, and shall deposit into the bank account 
all moneys received for and on account of 
the Association. 

14.02 The Board shall manage and dis- 
pose of all moneys and funds coming into its 
hands in the following manner: 

(a) for the regulation of the practice of 
chiropractic in the Province of British 
Columbia and its advancement and 
betterment in the Province of British 
Columbia and Canada; 

(b). the Board may invest its surplus of 
reserve funds in any investments au- 
thorized by the Trustee Act, 
R.S.B.C. 1979, chapter 414, section 
15, but not otherwise. 


14.03 The Board shall be entitled to pay 
the reasonable travelling expenses of the 
members of the Board and to allow such 
remuneration to the members of the Board 
as may, from time to time, be decided by 
them. 


Division (15)—Duties of the Board of 
Examiners 

15.01 The Board may designate as the 
official examinations of the Association ex- 
aminations held by the National Examining 
Board of the Canadian Chiropractic Asso- 
ciation at times and places (at least once 
annually) appointed by the said National 
Examining Board or may direct special ex- 
aminations to be conducted by the Examin- 
ing Board. 


15.02 The Board of Examiners shall fur- 
nish each applicant for examination with a 
form of application approved by the Board 
which may be that prescribed by the Na- 
tional Examining Board. 


15.03 The Board of Examiners shall re- 
quire that each applicant for registration file 
with the Registrar an application form 
showing his right to become a member of 
the Association and such form shall, when 
required by the Board of Examiners, be ac- 
companied by a fee of $10 for the purpose of 
investigation and clarification of his creden- 
tials, and the Board shall deal with each 
application within two months from the date 
of filing. 

15.04 The Board of Examiners shall re- 
quire that each candidate for registration 
must deposit at the time of registration with 
the Registrar the registration fee as required 
by section 6.01 of these regulations, and, in 
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addition, such portion of the annual fees of 
the Association for the current fiscal year as 
the Board may, from time to time, deter- 
mine. 

15.05 The Board of Examiners shall ex- 
amine the applications of all candidates for 
registration and shall inquire into their 
qualifications, and if any or all of the candi- 
dates are found suitable for registration, the 
Board of Examiners shall report the names 
of such candidates in writing to the Board 
and the Board, upon being satisfied that the 
applicant is duly qualified to practise chi- 
ropractic and is a person of integrity and 
good moral character, shall grant to him a 
certificate of registration in a form approved 
by the Board. 

15.06 In the event that the Board of Ex- 
aminers declines or refuses to recommend a 
candidate for registration, such candidate 
may appeal in writing to the Registrar 
within 30 days of the date of such refusal and 
upon receipt of such notice of appeal the 
Registrar shall set a time and place for the 
hearing of the appeal and shall advise the 
candidate of the same by registered mail. At 
the time and place set by the Registrar for 
hearing of the same, the Board shall review 
the application of the candidate, hear any 
submissions which the Board of Examiners 
or the applicant may wish to make and then 
shall decide with or without written reasons 
whether or not the appeal should be allowed 
and the candidate registered or the appeal 
dismissed and the registration of the candi- 
date refused. 


15.07 The Board of Examiners shall re- 
fund to an unsuccessful applicant who was 
not required to write examinations, the full 
sum deposited by him, less any expenses 
incurred in the investigation of his creden- 
tials. 


Division (16)—Definitions of 
Misconduct 

16.01 Without limiting the generality of 
the maintenance of ethical standards and to 
assist the chiropractors in so doing for the 
better government and honour of those en- 
gaged in the practice of chiropractic, it is 
hereby provided that the breach of any of the 
following paragraphs shall be deemed to be 
misconduct unbecoming a member of the 
Association: 

(a) each registered chiropractor shall 
maintain and observe all the princi- 
ples contained in the Code of Ethics 
of the profession; 
no chiropractor shall offer to guaran- 
tee acure either verbally or in writing 
or by advertising or otherwise; 

a chiropractor shall not publish mate- 
rial relating to the Association in any 
public media other than interprofes- 
sional publications or as approved by 
the Board; 

no chiropractor shall sell, dispense, 
or permit to be sold or dispensed in 
connection with his practice any vi- 
tamins or food supplements; 

no chiropractor shall offer any cash 
or other consideration to any person 
for the procuring of patients;

Division (17)—Radiation Safety and 
Procedure 

17.01 All radiographic installations 
shall conform to C.S.A. standards or Elec- 
trical Energy and Inspection Branch regula- 
tions and the Safety Code: X-rays in Medi- 
cal, Dental and Paramedical Diagnostic 
Radiology, booklet RPD-SC-4 of the De- 
partment of National Health and Welfare, 
Ottawa as amended from time to time. 


17.02 Any chiropractor using x-ray fa- 
cilities and equipment pursuant to section 
10 (2) of the Act shall submit to a full in- 
spection of his x-ray facilities and equip- 
ment by Radiation Protection Officers ap- 
pointed pursuant to the Health Act and shall 
ensure that his facilities and equipment 
comply with these regulations. Failure or 
neglect to comply with these regulations 
shall be deemed misconduct unbecoming a 
member of the Association. 


17.03 In developing or modifying a fa- 
cility for x-ray, plans and detailed drawings 
with pertinent specifications shall be ap- 
proved by the Radiation Protection Service 
Department of Health before construction 
begins. 

17.04 The capacity of the x-ray unit must 
be 18 kilowatt seconds at 90 kVp or greater 
for installations doing complete spinal ex- 
aminations or 9 kilowatt seconds at 90 kVp 
or greater for installations doing only cervi- 
cal spinal examinations. 

17.05 The x-ray tube housing shall be 
equipped with an adjustable rectangular 
filed collimator and should be fitted with a 
light source capable of projecting a light 
beam the same shape and size as the x-ray 
field. The whole assembly (including the 
tube) shall be mounted so that the leakage 
radiation at one metre can nowhere exceed 
the specified maximum of 100 mR in any 
one hour. 

17.06 X-ray equipment shall have a se- 
curely mounted filter in the beam to provide 
total filtration of not less than 1.5 mm of 
aluminum or its equivalent. 

17.07 Calibration of an x-ray unit shall 
be made following installation by qualified 
personnel and periodic recalibration done 
thereafter. 

17.08 All walls, doors, floors and ceil- 
ing areas exposed to x-radiation shall be 
constructed to prevent x-radiation reaching 
persons other than the patient. A lead lined 
booth with a lead glass window shall be 
provided to protect the x-ray operator. 

17.09 Only persons whose presence is 
essential shall be permitted in the radio- 
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graphic room during exposures. When there 
is need for persons other than the patient to 
be in the radiographic room they shall be 
provided with protective clothing.
